The French are repreſented to us in car 
pripted News to be really a formidabie 
Army, 170 Battalions, and 240 Squadrung, 
Now to examine this Force by the com- 
mon Vogue, if according to the uſual way 
of reckoaing Battaliocs, eſpecially at the 
Begianing of a Campaign, when they have 
not been votten engag'd, (as thele have not, 
the batter'd R<-giments taving been left at 
Ghent and vther Places) and it ic be cue, 
as we are told, that they have fil'd up 
their Regiments by Draughts out efothers 
in Garriſon : If on theſe Accounts we reckon 
theſe Battallions at 500 Men each, inclues 
ding Officers, which, conſidering the Num- 
ber of Officers, TI am afraid may be too 
true; ;this makes 850c0 Foor s 245 Squa- 
drons again are a prodigious Force, ard if 
thefe are calculated at 150 Men to a Squa- 
dron, they would counc high; bu: I-ft I 
ſhould over-reckon them, I take them at 
125 Men to a Squadron, including Offi- 
cers, Which comes ta 30coo Heorle and Dra- 
goons 3 this Number pvt together makes 
ti5oco Men; a formidaivie Force this 17, 
1 muſt confeſs, and it when we put theſe 
together, we are in Pain for tie Evert of a 
Batcle, (WE, if | may ſpeak ſo,reckoning my 
{elf among the who are fincerely anxious 
for the good Succels of this War) Do not 
blame us,G:ntiemen, thu' you were ro knuw 
efaVidory when this comes to hand, fir we 
have two Things to alead by Way of Exculc.

in the Councry as moſt racional, and pity 
them that they are not at Eaſe as ſoon as 
your lelyes, 

It bad News comes, and your Thoughts 
bave heen ſo puffed up, and fo: ſccure of 
Vietory, that you raought your ſelves in- 
vulnerable 3; remember you will have a 
far greater Diſappointment than theſe ho- 
neft People, whoſe Fear tor your Happireſs 
made them uneahe about the Circumſtan- 
ces — And really, Friends, let it 
g0 which way it will, it is no little Cauſe 
of Concern to have a JunQure of Time 
or an Action depending, when the whole 
Nation 1li2s at Stake He that is- 
ſennble of the Thisg, and can yet be un- 
concern'd at the Event, is either a better 
Chriftian or a worſe than I,
